INTRODUCTION 


rey F any one, but of a mean Capa- 
4 city were asked what were the 
‘3 Wonder of the World? I think 
Sel SSN, that Reafon would move him ro. 
anfwer, MAN ; he being the AMicrocofmos, or 
little World, to whom all Things are fub- 
B ~ ordinate; 


P The Lady's Phyfician; Or, 
ordinate; agreeing in the Genus with thirigs fen- 
fitive,all being Animal, but differing in the Spe- 
cies, for Man aloneis endued with Reafon: 
Let us make Man in our Image, after our 
Likenefs. 

CICERO faith, That all Creatures were 
made like Moles, to root upon the Earth, 
Man only excepted ; to him was given an 
upright Frame, to behold that Mantion pre- 
pared for him above. | 

Now to the End that this fo noble and 
glorious a Creature might not quite perifh, 
hath the Almighty given unto Woman the 
Field of Generation for a Receptacle of Hu- 
man Seed; whereby that naturaland vegita- 
ble Soul which lies potentially in the Seed, 
may, by the Vis Plaftica, be produced into 
A&; that man being Mortal, and leaving his 
Of {pring behind him, may become, as it 
“were, Immortal, and live in his Pofterity. 

And becaufe this Field of Generation, to 
wit, the Womb, is the Subject-Matter from 
whence our enfuing Difcourfe is drawn, like 
fo many Lines from the Center ; that you 
may the better judge of that which follows, 
we will, in brief, lay before youthe Parts of 
the Womb, together with the Qualities ofthe 
mienftruous Blood. 

Firft, Touching the Womb: It is placed in 
the Hypogafrrium, or lower Part of the Belly,

and. Duft.- Of the Grecians it is called 

Kleitoris ; Of the Latins, Preputium mulicbre, 
becaufe the Jewifh Women did abufe this 

Part to their own mutual Luft, as Saint Paul 

fpeaks, The Body of the Womb is that 

wherein the Child is conceived, and this is 

not altogether round, but dilates itfelf into 
two Angles, which Heropbilus comparing to 

the Horns of a Calf, called them Kergias. The 

outward Part of it is Nervous, and full of 
Sinews, which are the Caufe of its Motion, | 
but inwardly it is flefhy.

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It is fabuloufly reported, that in the Cavity 
of the Womb, there are Seven divided Cells 
or Receptacles for Human Seed. But thofe 
that have feen Anatomies, do know there are 
but Two,and thofe not divided by a Partition, 
but only by a Line or Suture running through 
the midft of ir. In the right Side of the 
Cavity, by Reafon of the heat of the Liver, 
(2) Males are conceived. In the left Side, 
by the Coldnefs of the Spleen, Females are 
begotten.And (4) this do moft of our Moderns 

hold, for an infallible Truth; yet Hippocra- 
tes holds it but in the general ; for in 
whom (/aith bey the f{permatical Veflel of 
the right Side comes from the Reins,and the 
f{permatical Veffel of the left Side from the 
hollow Vein, in them Males are conceived 
in the left Side, and Females in the right. 
Well therefore may 1 conclude with the 

- faying of Empedocles. (c) Such fometimesis the 
- power Of the Seed, that a Male may be con- 
ceived in the left Side, as well as in the right. 
In the Bottom of the Cavity there are lit-

(a) Now, touching the Menftruals: They 
are refined to’ be a monthly Flux of excre= 
mentitious and profitable Blood. 

In which we are to note, (d) thatthe Mat-- 
ter flowing forth is Excrementitious ; which: 
is to be underftood of the Superplus or Re- 
dundancy of it: For it is an Excrement im. 
Quantity, in Quality being pure and incor- 
rupt, like unto the Blood in the Veins. 

And thatthe menftruous Blood, is pure and. 
fimply of itfelf,all one in Quality with that im 
the Veins, is proved two Ways: (c) Firf,. 
from the final Caufe.of this Blood, which. 
is the Propagation and Confervation of Man- 
kind ; that Man might be conceived ; and: 
being begotten, he might be comforted and . 
preferved, both in the Womb,’ and out of 
the Womb. And all will grant it for a. 
Truth, that the Child, while it is in. the 
Matrice is nourifhed with this Blood; and. 
it is as true, that being out of the Womb,. 
it is fill nourifhed with the fame; for the

It may be objected, If the Blood be not 
of a hurtful Quality, how can it caufe fuch: 
(2) venomous Effects ; as if the fame fall up- 
on Trees and Herbs, it maketh the one bar- 
ren, and mortifies the other. (4) And Averroes: 
writes, That if a Man accompany with a 
menftruous Woman, if fhe conceive, fhe 
fhal} bring forth a Leper. (c) Ianfwer, This 


~ Malignity is contracted in the Womb; for 


the Woman wanting native Heat to digeft 
this Superfluity, fends it to the Matrice, 
where feating itfelf until the Mouth of the 


-'' Womb be dilated, it becomes corrupt and

venomous, which may eafily be, confide- 
ring the Heat and Moiftneis of the Place. 
This Blood therefore being out of its Veffels, 
offends in Quality: In this fence let us un- 
derftand Pliny, Fernelius, Florus, and the reft 
ofthat Torrent. (d) But if Frigidity be the 
Caufe why Women cannot digeft all their 
laft Nourifhment, and, confequently, thas

give a Reafon why they are of fo cold a 
Conftitution more than Men; which is ° 
this: (2) The naturalEnd of Man’sand Wo 
man’s Being, is to propagate; and this In- 
junction was impofed upon them by God 
at their firft Creation, and again after the 
Deluge: Now in the A&t of Conception, 
there muft be an (b) Agent and a Patient, 
for if they be both every way of one Con- 
{litution, they (c) cannot propagate ; Man 
therefore is hot and dry ; Woman cold © 
and moift: Heis the (d) Agent, fhe the (ce) 
Patient, or weaker Veflel, that fhe fhould 
(f) be fubje& unto the Office of the Man, 
It is neceflary likewife that Woman fhould 
be of a cold Conftitution, becaufe, in her, 
is required a redundancy of Matter for the 
Infant depending on her; for otherwife, 
if there. were not ‘a Superplus of Nourifh- 
ment for the Child, more than is conve- 
nient for the Mother, then would the In- 
fant detract and weaken the principal Parts 
of the Mother; and like unto the Vipers, 
the Generation of the Infant would be the 
Deftruétion of the Parent.

He Suppreffion of the Terms is an In« 
terception of that accuftomary Eva- 
cuation of Blood, which every Month 
fhould come from the Matrice, proceeding 
from the Inftrument or Matter viriated. 
The part affected is the Womb, and that 
of ‘thle, or by Confenr, - 
The Caufe of this Suppreffion is either 
external or internal. The external Canfe, 
may be Heat or Drynefs of the Air, immo-

Motion, and the like, whereby the Matter 
is fo confumed, and the Body fo exhaufted, 
that there is not a Superplus remaining to 
be expelled; as is recorded of the(b) Amio-

By an evil Compofition of the 


Uterine Parts; by the (4) Neck of the 


Womb being turned afide ; and fometimes, 


though rarely, by a (c) Membrane or Ex- 
Crefcence of Flefh growing about the Mouth 
Or Neck of the Womb. The Blood may 
bein Fault two Ways, in Quantity, or in 
Quality: In Quantity, when it is fo con- 
fumed, that there is nota Superplus left, 
as in (4) Viragoes and Viril Women, who 
through their Heat and Strength of Nature, 
digeft and confume all their laft Nourifh-

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ment ; as Hippocrates writes of Phaetufa,-who 
(2) being exiled by her Husband Pyrhea, her 
Terms were fuppreft, her Voice changed, 
and fhe had a Beard, with a Countenance like 
a Man. But thefe I judge rather to be An- 
thropophaga, Women-eaters, than Women- 
breeders, becaufe they confume one of the 
Principles of Generation, which gives a Be- 
ing to the World, viz.. The menftruous 
Blood. The Blood likewife may be confu- 
med, and confequently, the Terms ftayed 
by bleeding of the Nofe; by a Flux of the 
Emroides ; by a Dy/enteri2a, commonly cal- 
led the Bloody Flux,-by many other Evacu- 
ations, and continual and chronical Dif- 
eafes. Secondly, The Matter may be vitious 
in Quality ; as fuppofe it be Sanguineous, 
Flegmatical, Bilious, or Melancholious, e- 
very one of thefe, if they offend in *Grofs- 
nefs, will caufe an Obftruction in the 
Veins. ae | 
Signs manifefting the Difeafe, are Pains 
inthe Head, Neck, Back,: and Loins, Wea- 
rinefs of the whole Body, but efpecially 
of the Hips and Legs, by Reafon of a Conf- 
nity which the Matrix hath with thefe Parts: 
Trembling of the Heart. Particular Signs 
are thefe, if the Suppreflion proceeds of 
Cold, fhe is heavy, fugit, of a pale Co. 
lour, and hath a flow Pulfe ; Venus’s Combat, 
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are neglected, the Urine is crude, watrith, 
and much in Quantity ; the Excrements of 
the Guts ufually are retained. If of Hear, 
the Signs are contrary to thofe even now 
“recited... If the Retenfion' be natural and 
Come of Conception; this may be known 
by drinking of Hydromel (2), that is 
Water and Honey, after Supper going to 
Bed, and by the Effect which it worketh ; 
for, after the taking of it, if fhe feels a bea- 
ting Pain about the Navel and lower Parts of 
the Belly, itis a fign fhe hath conceived, 
and that the Suppreffion is natural: If not, 
that it is vitious, and ought medicinally to be 
taken away. For the Prognofticks are, that 
with the evil Quality of the Womb the 
whole Body ftands charged; But efpecially 
the Heart, the Liver, and the Brain ; and 
betwixt the Womb and thefe three princi- 
Pal Parts, there is a fingular Confent.

Having therefore {poken of the Suppreffion of 
the Terms; Order requires now, that I 
thould infift upon the overflowing of them, 
an Effect no lefs dangerous than the former. 
And this immoderate Flux of the Months, 
is defined to be a fanguineous Excrement . 
proceeding from the Womb, exceeding 
both in Quantity and Time. Fir/f, It is faid 


to be fanguineous, the Matter of the Flux 


being only Blood; wherein it differs from 
the falfe Courfes, or Whites; of which 
i will {peak hereafter. 

Secondly, It is faid to proceed from the ° 
Womb ; for there are two Ways by which 
the Blood flows forth. The one is by the

The other is by thofe Veins which are termi-

Lefty, It is faid to exceed both in 
Quantity and Time. In Quantity, faith Hipo- 
pocrates, (2) when they flow above 18 Ounces. 
{tn Time, faith Ariftotle, whenthey flow above 
three Days. (4) But we take this for a certain 
Character of their inordinate flowing, when 
the Faculties of the Body thereby are weak- 
ned. In Bodies abounding with grofs Hu- 
mours, this immoderate Flux fometimes 
unburthens Nature of her Load, and oughr 
not to be ftayed without the Counfel of'a:

In this inordinate Flux, the Appetite is 
decayed, the Concoétions depraved, and.all 
the Actions weakned, the Feet are {welled, 
the Colour of the Face is changed, anda 
generall Feeblenefs poffefleth the whole Bo- 
dy. Ifthe Flux comes by the breaking of 
a Vein, the Body is fometimes cold, the. 
Blood flows forth in heaps, and that fudden- — 
ly, with great Pain. If it comes through 
Heat, the Orifice of the Veins being dilated, 
then is there little or no Pain, yet the Blood. 
flows fafter then it doth in an Erofion, and ~ 
not fo faft as itdoth in a Rupture. If by E- 
rofion.or Sharpnefs of Blood, the feels a 

reat Heat, {calding the Paflage ; Ic differs 
from the other two, in that it flows not fo 
faddenly nor fo copionfly asthey do. If by 
Weaknefs of the Womb, fhe abhorreth the 
Ufe of Venus. Laffly, if it proceeds from an 
evil Quality in the Blood; drop {ome of it 
on a Cloth, and when it is dry, (2) you may 
judge of the Quantity by the Colour.
